ONE MAN. WOUNDED 
BY FRIEND NEARBY 


Hurls Grenade Thrown by Mis- 
take Back to the Fellow 
Who Sent It 


By J. W. Pegler 

With. the American Armies in Fr- 
ance, Feb. 13—(Delayed)—Broken by 
only an ocasional exchange of shell 
fire, this was the quietest day on the 
American front since the Sammiés 
took over this sector. There was the 
usual patrolling and sniping last night 
The only American casualty was one 
wounded-——acciedtally. Here’s how it 
happened: 

Two Sammies were occupying an 
advanceed post. One was stationed 
in the foremost bay; the other was 
several feet back along the gap. 

The Samy in the rear noticed a 
movement ahead. He thought it was 
a Boche and hurled a grenade. 

It wasn’t a Boche, but his friend. 

The latter picked up the grenade and 
with only a second to spare, tossed 
it over the parapet. It exploded in mid 
air, slightly wounding the foremost 
soldier, 
, A sergeant from Portsmouth, Ohio, 
who was wounded in the chest during 
the recent patrol encounter, in which 
five Americans were killed, was in- 
terviewed. by the United Press cor- 
respondent in the hospital. 

The sergeant was lying on 
among a ward full of wounded, 
of whose hands and legs were 
up in swinging slings. 

“I was leading the patrol and the 
first thing I knew the Broches at- 
tacked from both sides,’ he said. 

“I fired. the whole clip of shots 
from my pistol: then reloaded and 
fired three more before I was wound- 
ed. 

“I have not heard all the details 
of what followed. Two of the fel- 
lows killed were national army men. 
Another was my pal, a corporal from 
Cleveland,” 

A bouncing rocket is.an innovation 
tried out by the Germans on the Am- 
erican sector. It throws up the usual 
starshell, whereupon patrols flatten 
themselves on the ground. 

When the patrols resume their work 
the star shell suddenly shoots up a- 
gain from the ground with a surpris- 
ing illumination of no man’s land.
